Chinese Government Railways in 1918 


HE Ministry of Communications announces the complete and final tabulation of the returns for the year 1918. Since considerable time will 
be required to print the full report with its many analytical summaries and diagrams, a synopsis of the extensive volume is given to the 
press in advance. It will be observed that the appearance of these results at this time marks the achievement of a goal toward which the Ministry 
has been striving for some time,—namely, the prompt and regular compilation of railway statistics. It may now be said that these reports are ‘‘on time’’. 

Compared with the year before, Revenues show an increase of $13,778,000——-or over 20 per cent. While Expenses show a considerable 
increase also,—$4,282,000,—Net Revenues were $9,496,000 in advance of the year before or almost 30 per cent. At the same time intetest 
payments and similar items decreased to such an extent that Net Income Debits, showed a decrease of $2,378,000. The final result is that the 
Surplus for the year is $33,505,000. This sum is nearly $11,875,000 more than the same result in 1917,—an increase of more than §0 per cent. 
This comparison is fully as good as it appears, for while there were some depreciated bank notes included in the totals in 1938, the quantity is not 
so large by half as that in 1917. Among Cash and Special Funds in 1918 these Notes amounted to some $6,000,000, while in 1917 these 
items amounted to fully $12,000,000. In both years of course, a certain proportion of such notes had been earned in the year previous.

Now we have street cars, trackless trams, rick- 
shaws with inflated rubber tires, motor trucks 
and automobiles. Aeroplanes have not yet 


come to Shanghai, but they probably are on the 


In spite of the great change that has come 
about in Shanghai street transportation, the 
the traffic is still at the 
stage of the sedan chair.

We do not know of any other place in

The man in Shang- 
hai 9 owns a high power motor car or a five 
ton truck has no special difficulty in getting 
about in Shanghai's crowded streets ‘for the 
simple reason that he is in a position to force 
his way through. The poor devil who walks, 
rides in a rickshaw, or tram car has no chance 


except to jump for his life. There probably 1s 


no other modern city in the world where motor 
cars are permitted to plough through the crowds 
of people who are trying to get on a tram car. 
The poor rickshaw coolie who violates a traffic 
ordinance by crossing the street at the wrong 
point or for some other reason is immediately 
pounced upon by a policeman who removes his 
license and drags the crying coolie to the nearest 
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police station where he is fined or incarcerated. 
The motor car owner may drive through the 
streets, upsetting pedestrians, overturning rick- 
shaws, forcing persons to miss their trams in 
order to save their lives, and for it all he receives 
a bow anda salute from the traffic policeman. 
He is beyond the law that brings the rickshaw 
coolie to grief. Shanghai streets are narrow and 
congested, hence the greater necessity for strict 
regulation. The only reason for the present 
lack of regulation that the average foreigner or 
Chinese can understand is that all of the mem- 
bers of the Shanghai Municipal Council possess 
motor cars, never use any other means of con- 
veyance—hence do not have the viewpoint of che 


poor unfortunate who is forced to walk. In | 


view of the Council’s obvious inability to cope 
‘with the situation, the obvious thing is for the 
automobile owners to take matters into their own 
hands, through the Automobile Club or otherwise 
and insist upon modern traffic regulations for the 
city.

Chang Ching-yao, Military 
| Governor of Hunan, isa Chinese militarist of 
the old school. A few months ago his soldiers 
committed crimes of unspeakable nature upon 
the innocent people of that province and wrecked 
many prosperous mining enterprises. This 
notorious general again comes to the public 
limelight A. it is discovered that he now is 
officially encouraging the = of poppies 
in Hunan and requires the farmers to pay opium 
taxes. From reliable sources it is learned that 
three weeks ago the magistrate of Changsha 
assembled the gentry of his district at the instruc- 
tion of General Chang and disclosed to them the 


plan. Following this a secret meeting was held | 


at which the magistrate discussed the particulars. 
It was decided, he said, tocollect a $20 tax for 
each mow of land under poppy cultivation. It 
is calculated that every mow can produce one 
hundred catties of raw opium and that if one 
ounce is worth $1 each mow can produce a profit 
of $100 annually, which is ten times better than 
the growing of rice. This is the argument used 
by the Changsha Magistrate in telling the gentry 
of the advantage to cultivate opium instead of 
rice, The additional reason given by him for 
the encouragement of poppy planting is that 
through it the people can make the immense 
profit of more than ten million dollars a year 
whereas the local government can receive in the 
form of taxes a few million dollars. Five per 
cent or $1 of the tax of $20 per mow, according 
to the plan of General Chang, should be used 
for meeting the expenses of deputies appointed

This report is most 
startling, and deserves investigation. In our

Birthdays are, to be sure, celebrated in foreign 
countries, but not so extensively and senselessly 
extravagant as they are done in this country. 
The birthday celebration in China is merely _ 
another form of corruption so tar as too many > 
Chinese officials are concerned. In Peking and | 
Tientsin especially, they are fond of holding © 
such parties for their parents, for their children 
themselves. Their friends and 
subordinates, who are less well to do, are obliged 
to spend a large part of their earnings to buy 
gifts for them. If they don’t do it 7 ole incur 
the enemity of “high up” and the latter might 
“get even’ at some later date. There are 
some Chinese officials who are unfavorably dis- 
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~ posed towards this corrupt practice and are 
trying to remedy the mania. Among them are 
General Wu Pei-fu, Commander of the Third 
Division, and, General Feng Yu-hsiang, Com- 
mander of the Sixteenth Mixed Brigade, who 
are now stationed on the Honan front to watch 
the movement, of the southern opposition forces. 
Two months ago, they offered to go to the 
Capital of Hunan together with their troops to 
celebrate the birthday of General Chang Ching- 
yao, Military Governor of that province, who is 
one of those desiring to “‘cash in” on birthday 
celebrations. Their polite offer to take the 
whole division and the whole brigade of soldiers 
with them to attend the function underneath 
which there was a veiled threat that the happy 


occasion might be turned into a funeral service 


stopped General Chang’s plans for the birthday 
party. Consequently the elaborate preparations 
made for the occasion had to be cancelled, and 
the feasts ordered beforehand for his guests 
was enjoyed by his own soldiers. That General 
Chang received a good lesson as a result there 
is slight doubt. Now and then, other high 

officials and officers are made to realize that 
the people know that “ ge parties” are 
a mere pretence to obtain gifts. It is gratifying 
to record that the president of China is one of 


a few Chinese attempting to uproot the evil. 


The sixty-fourth birthday of Madame Hsu Shih- 
chang fell on October 23, and he gave out word 
before that day that he would not receive any 
gift nor would he celebrate the occasion. The 
reason was that there could be no joy at such 
a time when the nation still remains disunited 
and when China confronted with the most grave 
international problems in her history. The 
example he sets will go a long way towards 


the eradication of the social evil which is 


really wasteful and injurious to Chinese social

nterest of justice. So was the trial of 
criminal cases which concerned the welfare of the 
Settlement and in which the Municipal Council 
assumed the function of prosecutor and the 
foreign assessors looked after foreign interests. 
In 1868, the Yangkingpeng Mixed Court 


Regulations were drawn up to cover all the legal 
cases ‘arising within the Settlement. There were 


ten regulations altogether governing the legal 


procedure. After a while, their original object 
was deviated from in practice. In 1904, the 
Austrian Minister, the then Doyen of the 


Diplomatic Body in Peking, proposed amend- 
ments, but nothing resulted therefrom. 


In 1911, when the revolution broke out and ~ 
China was in the throes of civil strife, there was 
every appearance, in the opinion of foreigners 


of the Mixed Court ceasing to function, as 
neither the old or the new government had 


time to devote to it. Under the pretext of 


maintaining its status quo, the Consular Body at 
Shanghai issued a proclamation declaring that it 
was obliged to take over the charge of the Court 
temporarily. Following the proclamation it 
appointed Chinese magistrates to sit at the 
Court, amended the Yangkingpeng Regulations 


-and reorganized the Court generally. The 


was presided over by a Chinese official of the 
rank of Tungche or sub-prefect appointed by the 
Chinese Government to try all Chinese Civil 
‘cases. The trial of mixed cases was watched by 
7 beh assessors from the principal consulates in 
the 
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magistrate and the foreign assessors jointly tried 
purely Chinese, mixed, civil and criminal cases 
and gave their joint judgement. Their decisions 
are final and there is no court of appeal to re- 
hear them. The Passeri case is thus still pen- 
ding in consequence of the disagreement between 
the Chinese magistrate and the Italian assessor 
with reference to the final disposal of $200,000 
in their custody. 

Subsequent to the taking over of the Court 
by the Consular Body, the Ministry of r ore" 
Affairs instructed the Chinese Commissioner for 
Foreign Affairs at Shanghai to protest against it. 
The Conwilar Body declined to consider his 


protest on the ground that the newly established 


republican form of government had not yet been 
recognized by the Powers and that therefore it . 
could not deal with its representative officially. 
In the winter of 1913, when the new Chinese 
government was recognized, the Ministry of 


Foreign Affairs opened negotiations with the — 
~new Doyen of the Diplomatic Body, and simul- 
taneously instructed the Shanghai Chinese. 


authorities to deal with the Consular Body on 
the same subject. Sir John promised to do his 
best in the matter and suggested that delegates 
be first sent to Shanghai to make investigations: 

In June of 1914 the Doyen of the Diplo- — 
matic Body, in a note to the Foreign Office, 
stated that his colleagues would be willing to 


return the Mixed Court to Chinese sovereignty 


if the Chinese government would officially — 


notify the Diplomatic Body that it would retain 


all the improvements in Court procedure made 


by the’ Consular Body since 1911. He added > 


that in this connection all that the Chinese had 
to do was to agree to the five proposals, the — 
salient points of which are as follows :— 

I. The four Chinese magistrates who are 
to sit at the Court shall be appointed by the 
Chinese government, but before appointment, 
must be approved by the Consular Body. The 
chief magistrate shall have the rank of chief 
justice of a high court. When a purely Chinese 
civil case is bea, the presence of the foreign 
assessor at the Court should be allowed by the 
Chinese government as a representative of the 
Consular Body. 

2. With regard to all the criminal cases, 


sentences involving imprisonment of more than 


five years shall be carried out by the Court 
itself. The Court has the power to pass capital 
punishment. The execution ground shall be | 
outside the settlement and the execution shall 


be supervised by Chinese authorities although 


the magistrate and the foreign assessors shall

3- All prisons and detention houses under 
the control of the Court shall be administered 
by the Shanghai Municipal Police..

Prolonged pepe over these five pro- 


posals ensued. The Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
could not accept them, regarding them as not 
only in conflict with the former regulations and

tion in force of the Yangkingpeng Mixed 
Court Regulations and that they be amended 
from time to time after the rendition of the 
Court. The Diplomatic Body pointed out the 


- jnadvisability of regarding the former regulations 


as being still effective since improvements had 
been introduced into the court procedure. He 
also informed the Chinese government that the

Alli prisoners who 
are sentenced to receive capital punishment with 
the approval of the Ministry of Justice shall be | 
turned over to the Chinese authorities for exe- 
cution. The magistrate and foreign assessors 
shall jointly hold the coroner inquests. : 

4. The procedure of the pet hearing by

mixed case shall be retained. In case the . Tao- 
yin and the consul fail to come to an agreement, 
they should jointly request the consul of a third 
country to hear the case together with them and 
make a decision which they should abide by. _ 
5. The general affairs and accounts of the 


_ Mixed Courts shall be in charge of the secretary 


and his clerks. The secretary should have tull 
authority over the employees and shall also su- 
pervise the finances of the Court. The secre- 
tary and the clerks should be nominated by the 


Consular Body and appointed by the Chinese 


government. & 
After giving detailed reasons for these 


‘amendments, the Chinese Foreign Office called 


the attention of the Diplomatic Body to the fact 
that these amendments concerned purely Chi- 
nese cases only, and the approval of these 
amendments would facilitate the progress of the

The reply from the Diplomatic Bodv under 
date of December 28, 1914 conveyed the infor- 
mation that it could not agree to the proposal of. 
the Consular Body being merely informed of the 
names of the magistrates who were to be ap- 
pointed by the Chinese government. With re- 
ference to the fourth proposal the foreign minis- 


‘ters believed that the invitation of the consul 


of a third country to arbitrate would be 
contrary to the treaty - stipulations. With 
reference to. the fifth proposal the words, 
“foreign secretary” should be _ mentioned. 
As to the Yangkingpeng Regulations, the 
Doyen of the Diplomatic Body said that in 
his previous letter to the Chinese government 


“3 he did not mention anything about them. 


These regulations were drawn up by the for- 
mer British Minister for only one year’s 
trial. In view of the present procedures of the 
Court being not in conformity with them, 
there is no need further to refer to them. -The 
mention of the Yangkingpeng Regulations, he 
commented, was equivalent to the recall of the

These proposals formed the principal sub- 
_ jects for negotiations, which lasted a long time. 
The European War made further negotiations 
_ umpossible and they were accordingly suspended. 
The principal obstacle was the question of the 


appointment of magistrates which the Consular — 


Body would like first to confirm whereas the 
Chinese government would only be willing to 
inform the Body of their names. Therein lay 
the difference. As to the other points raised in 
these proposals, they were not material, and both 
sides could compromise. 

In 1917 when Dr. Wu Ting-fang was 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, the Mixed Court 
question came up again. The final settlement 
was reached and it was approved by the Cabinet. 
But some Powers did not consider it opportune 
to push the matter to an issue. It was ata 
time when the war engaged the attehtion of all 
nationals and when they would not be able to 
take advantage of the extension of the Inter- 
national Settlement folowing the rendition of 
the Court. The matter automatically dropped. 

The Mixed Court question again came to 
the front a few months ago. Secret negotiations 
_ were conducted and denial of them was issued 
now and then to prevent the people from having 
any knowledge of them. The Consular Body

without reference whatsoever to the 
authorities, to say nothing of confirmation 
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ment. Shall 800,000 Chinese living in the 
International Settlement have a say in the con- 


_ trol of Méanicipal affairs? . If not these: high 
principles have been uttered to fool the world. 


If so, the Chinese must be allowed repre- 
sentation at the meeting of rate-payers and their 
wish regarding the unconditional rendition of 
the Mixed Court must be carried out. 
Again, the Ministry of Justice is decidedly 
against any proposal which does not restore 
completely the sovereign rights of China over 
the Court. Sovereignty, says a high Chinese 
judicial official, is expressed in judicial indepen- 
dence. The Ministry would never accept the 
conditional rendition of the Court. It would 
never concede the point on the confirmation of 
the nominees for the Bench of the Chinese Go- 


vernment by the Consular Body. It has been 


definitely decided that the magistrates shall be 
appointed by the Chinese Government solely 


_ Apparently the rendition of the Mixed 


/Court and the extension of the Shanghai settle- 
* ment have no connection, but they have. One 


legation which is treating the Chinese with a 


large degree of fairness contends that they 


should be treated separately. It is in favor of 
the rendition of the Court in a way which shall 
not menace the safety of Shanghai through poor 
judiciary in consequence of the Consular Body 
having no voice in the administration of justice. 
But as to the extension of the Settlement, it is 


an entirely different matter which should be 


dealt with on a separate occasion. 
But a number of other legations bent upon 


extension of the Settlement do not see their way 


clear to separate the two issues. Although they 
do not actually say so, they mean to use the 
rendition of the Mixed Court as a trade for settle- 
ment extension. But they cannot say this 
frankly. In doing so, they will be open to the 
charge that they are using something which 
they seized from the Chinese in 1911 when 


- China was in distress to exchange for some other 


thing. | 
Not only is the rendition question less 
nearing a settlement but also the extension of 
the settlement question. In 1917 it was decided 
by the government to grant the extension of 
the International Settlement to Chapei had not 
the Diplomatic Body delayed the matter for 
purely selfish reasons. If the Settlement had 
been then extended, there would have been no 
trouble because at that time there was a 
centralization of authority and the people did 
not know much about the negotiations and 
would have no time to make an organized 
protest.

should object to its extension? The extension 
they say, might increase the prosperity of Chapei 
and enhance the value of land. It'would be so, 
but the answer of the average Chinese as well 
as of official Chinese is that the International 


Settlement has become a robbers’ den, a cesspool 


and dumping ground of undesirable citizens 
whereas the Chinese territory surrounding it 
enjoys comparative peace although the sanitary 
conditions are not of the first class. In the 
International Settlement, robbery, it is charged, 
is committed in broad day light, and the police are 
alleged to connive at it. All forms of vice are 
tolerated, and vice districts are ever widening. 
That it 1s very easy for a guilty man to esca 

justice by merely engaging a skillful lawyer to

The Chinese 
are appealing to Sir John Jordan, the Doyen of 
the Diplomatic corps, for assistance in this 
problem, pointing out that this achievment would 
be a fitting climax to his long and honorable 
career in China. :

American and European mothers in Hankow are 
planning the children’s Christmas entertainment for this 
year. A meeting for this purpose will be held next 
week, when different committees will be appointed and 
the details of the work planned. _ 


Germans are beginning to resume their com- 
mercial activities in Hankow, and managers of some 
former leading German firms have arrived here for 
business. They have registered in the office of foreign 
affairs and will trade as non-treaty nationals. 


Frank W. Hones, manager of Olivier & Co. in 
Hankow, who came here only six weeks ago, died of 
pneumonia on November 6, Hones was with this 
company for ten years and before coming to Hankow 
he had been the Tientsin manager of the company. 


An electric light company is soon to make an 


actual start in Wusueh, Hupeh. The works are being» 


built, machinery is arriving and electric light is pro-- 
mised by the end of the year. The company is 
Chinese owned and financed largely by the Trade Guild. 

John A. Bristow of the Standard Oil Company of 
New York and Miss Frances Helen Blair were married 
in Hankow on last Sunday. The couple will spend 
their honeymoon in Chungking, Szechuan, and will 
return to Shanghai in December to make their home 
there, 
Prince Tokugawa of Japan arrived here from 
Peking on Friday morning and left today for Shanghai. 
He is at present visiting the important centers of 
China to obtain first hand information of the conditions 
in this country, and has been through Manchuria and 
to Peking, Tientsin and Tsinan. 


A large cattle rearing yard is in the course of 
organization under the promotion of the Lee Mon | 
Company composed of some retired Chinese officials 
and Chinese stock farmers.. The stock yard will 
probably be located in Hwangchow and a preparation 
bureau of the company is in Hankow. — 


Owing to poor crops of yellow beans along the 
Yangtze Valley this year, the bean cakes are quoted at 
a very high tone. Reports from Anhwei say that 
floods in that province have reduced the crop by more 


than 40 per cent, and similar conditions in Hupeh are 


responsible for short coming of the present crop. 


News from Anking says that the survival of the 
opium smoking vice and opium trade is making rapid 
progress in the province of Anhwei. Witha view of 
eradicating the opium curse, the government of that — 
province has recently established an opium suppression 
office to carry all necessary suppression measures. 


The boom in the yarn market in Hankow is 
continuing firm with an upward tendency. Exports in 
general are not very brisk and large arrivals of cowhides 
and goatskins are reported. ‘The demand for sesamum 
seeds is still strong and so is the hemp market. The 
Japanese are buying cotton seeds at $1.44 per picul. 


Boycott against the Japanese is reported to be in 
progress without abatement under the leadership of 
students in Chungking. Shops are nearly all cleared 
of; Japanese goods, and a few cases of Japanese soaps 
se zed were publicly destroyed. One report says, 
“this boycott is lasting and shows no sign of coming 
to an end.”

Chaling, Hunan, the Hunan government has petitioned 
the Peking administration to reduce the duty on por- 
celain products of Hunan by about 50 percent. The

British subjects in Hankow are preparing to make 
a worthy celebration of the Armistice Day, November 
11. It is proposed to have memorial services held 
and a football game may be played. The British 
members of the Hankow club will be at home to their 
friends and men returned from active service are to 
have a dinner in the evening. 

A provincial industrial bank with a capital of 


$2,000,000 has been proposed by the governors of 


Hupeh. The bank is to be financed partly by the 
provincial treasury and partly by funds raised from 
subscriptions. A, committee has been appointed to 
draft a constitution for the bank which is expected to 
be opened by next summer. 

The government of Hupeh is considering plans 
for the reduction of government troops in Hupeh in 
accordance with instruction from Peking according to 
which, it is understood, disbanded soldiers will be 
employed in river conservancy and road making works. 
General Wu Kwang-hsin, brother-in-law of Marshall 
Tuan Chi-jui of Peking, is conferring with military 
leaders in Hunan for reducing troops in that province. 

The Wuchang cotton experiment station, the No. 
3 station of the Ministry of Agriculture and Commerce, 
is making arrangements for the fourth annual cotton 
exhibition in Hupeh to be held next month. Cotton 


produce from different districts in the province will be 


exhibited and prizes given to the best producers. The 


purpose of the fair is to encourage improvements in 
the cultivation of cotton and to make detailed studies 
in the conditions of cotton growth in the province 
after each year’s crop. . 

Government measures for the suppression of 


opium in Szechuan are not working out satisfactory 


results, and today that province is becoming the opium 
mart in the country. Poppies are grown in almost all 
parts of that province and sometimes very near to 
cities where government officials are instructed to sup- 
press the opium trade. The growing of poppies are 
evidently with the approval of the military men who 
look to this as a very good source of revenue. Opiums 
from Yunnan are also brought to Szechuan and 
increased supply brings back the price of opium to the 
old cheap basis, thus enabling wide spread of the opium 
smoking habit.

Admiral Y. L. Woo, Managing Director of the Taku 
Naval Dockyard, was born in Chihli and is now fifty years 
old. Enjoying the confidence of both the Military and 
Civil Governors of Chihli, Admiral Woo is weil liked by 
Chinese gentry and foreign residents in Tientsin equally. 
He is known for his honesty, straight forwardness and 
politeness, unlike other Chinese officials, 

As early as 1885, Admiral Woo entered the Tientsin 
Navy College where he graduated in 1892, Upon the 
completion of his studies in China, he was sent abroad by 
the Government for higher education. He was away 
from China for one year, and on his return, was appointed 
an instructor of the Navy Training Service. Later he 
became a teacher of the Navy College of which he was a 
graduate. 


In 1894 he was transferred to the Ministry of Navy 
for service, and was appointed to the position of an 
attache. In the following year he was awarded by the 
then Imperial Government the rank.of Prefect in recogni- 
tion of his meritorious service rendered to the country. 
That year marked the beginning of his civil official career, 

From that time on he held many positions of import- 
ance. He was director of railway and mining affairs of 
Chihli Province, co-director of the Auditing Bureau of the 
Ministry of Communications, etc, In 2907 Admiral Woo 
returned to the wens and was at once appointed Naval 
Inspector. 


Upon the conclusion of the first revolution in 1917 
which resulted in the establishment of the Republic, 
Admiral Woo was an adviser to the Northern Delegation 
to the Internal Peace Conference at Shanghai. 


In 1913 he was appointed Managing Director of the 


Taku Naval Dockyard, It was in the same year that he

From Shanghai the boat 
will return to Japan and Pacific ports. 

Quo Ta-chi, former secretary to the President of 
China, and a delegate from the Chinese Southern 
government to the Peace Conference, delivered a lec- 
ture on Saturday evening, November 8, at the World’s 
Chinese Students’ Federation, Shanghai, in which he 
outlined the causes of China’s failure to obtain justice 
at the Conference. He stated that China attempted 
to obtain three things from the Conference: The 
diréct restoration to China of right’s and privileges 
wrung from China by German aggression; the nulli- 
fication of the Twenty-one Demands imposed upon 
China by Japan; the cancellation of spheres of in- 
fluence, exterritoritality, the restoration of foreign con- 
cessions, and the revision of the customs tariff. He 
explained how President Wilson in order to save the 
League of Nations was forced to agree to the Japanese 
proposals which had already been agreed to in secret 
treaties by Great Britian, France and Italy. In clos- 
ing he stated that China’s failure had served a useful 
purpose, in that it had unified the Chinese people and 
made them see the necessity of placing their govern- 
ment administration on a sound basis and reorganizing 
the economic life of the people. 


* How Shanghai Has Grown 


Dr. John R. Hykes, agent of the American Bible 
Society,.in an address before the Shanghai Rotary Club 
on Thursday, November 6, quoted the following figures 
showing the growth and development of Shanghai. In 


- 


1873 Shanghai had 390 foreign houses in the Interna- 
tional Settlement. In 1915 there were 3,929 foreign 
houses. In the 23 years ending with 1918 there were 
more than 100,000 buildings erected in the Interna- 
tional Settlement. The population of the International 
in 1873 was as follows: Foreign 1,666, Chinese 75,- 
000. At present the Chinese popalation j is estimated 
at more than 800,000. In 1873 the Chinese ‘popula- 
tion of the International and French Settlements, Poo- 
tung, Chinese City, and suburbs was estimated at 250, 
000. At the present time the Chinese population of 
these places is estimated at about 1,600,000. Dr. 
Hykes cited the date 1873 since that was the year he 
arrived in China.

Chinese Women Interested in 
Social Service Work in China 


Today is certainly the day of new things in China; 
ten or even five years ago it would have been extremely 
difficult to induce any considerable number of Chinese 
women outside of schools to come tegether to hear 
lectures on citizenship and government ; yet last week 
at the Y. W. C. A, in Shanghai, 120 women enrolled 
for aten days course of lectures on these subjects, 
coming daily from 3 to §: 30. These lectures were 
arranged by the Popular Educational Association and 
the Y. W. C. A. con-jointly. In addition to the lectures 
visits of inspection were arranged to cotton mills, the 
Institution for the’ Blind, the Children’s Refuge, ,and | 
other places of interest to students of social problems. 
The first hour of the daily program was given.up to. two 
classes, one to cotton industry and women workers in 
industry, the other on social degradation and reclama- 
tion. Both these courses were extremely interesting. 
The second hour consisted of lectures on citizenship 
and the structure of government. The speakers in all 


— 


casts were the best obtainable and handled their intricate 
subjects in a clear and interesting fashion. It is pro- 
posed to print the latter series, and distribute them as 
widely as possible. This is the first time that such a 
series has been offered to Chinese women in Shanghai, — 
consequently the excellent enrollment was encouraging. 
This is the second year that such a Social Service 
Institute has been held, and the Y.W.C. A. oe to 
make it an annual event.

missionary work in other lands, and he is a servant of 


_ peace on earth, He knows how ready some people are 


to rebuke him if he “ mixes in politics.”” Therefore, 
he is apt to give matters of international concern a 
fairly wide berth. 

In the developing situation in the Orient, however, 
the editors of religious journals in the United States are 
showing a great interest. Evidently they must feel 
that they have public sentiment behind them, for they 


“are speaking out with a boldness and unanimity usually 


reserved for such topics as the liquor traffic or the 


Mormons. 


A glance through recent issues of the various 
Advocates shows how wide-spread is the condemnation 
of Japan and sympathy for China and Korea. Articles 
in this vein, generally written on request, have appeared 
in almost every Methodist paper. The comment of 
the editors themselves is equally of interest. 

For example, here is Dr. Claudius :B. Spencer 
speaking in the Central Christian Advocate of April 30: 
“ The Central stated that in China, Japan was intrigu- 
ing, bringing economic and diplomatic pressure to 


absolutely destroy the-independence and nationality of — 


China, and it instanced the case of Kiao Chao, which 
Japan tore out of the hands of Germany and after 
promising to return it to China, is now actually fight- 
ing in the Peace Conference to make it her own. 
In other words, double dealing—opportunism that 
raised the doubt as to whether we could trust Japan i in 
her conduct toward China. That is the issue.” The 


_ editor then points out the facts in regard to the so- 


called restoration to take place at Tsing-tau, and 
continues: ‘ We have not space to consider other 
symptoms of the constant pressure, economic and 
diplomatic, that, with no little rattling of the saber, are 
night and day being put on China. It is safe to say 


that the map herewith printed is simply symbolic of 


what Japan is doing. If it is not the ethics of the Hun, 


and a scrap of paper, what is it?”

Only July 2 Dr. E. C. E. Dorion printed this in 
Zion’s Herald: “ Friends of justice and of international 
morality will rejoice that China had the courage to 


refuse to sign away its self-respect by agreeing to the 


iniquitous provision of the peace treaty whereby Shan- 
tung passes to Japan. The mere fact that Japan would 
not name a date when the province would be returned 
to its rightful owner, is a revelation of the, Japanese 
character. It is a curious fact that Christian nations 
which have been fighting for the principles of rigteous- 
ness should lend themselves to such a violation of the 
very fundamentals of justice. . . . The moral sense of 
the world condemns absolutely the pernicious land- 
grabbing policy of Japan on the one hand, and on the 
other the moral blindness of the American and European 
representatives at Paris in this respect. The Shantung 
outrage is a blot upon the treaty.’ 

The editor of the Pittsburgh Christian Advocate, 
Dr. J. J. Wallace, allowed his suspicions to be voiced 
when, on August 7, he wrote: “The position of

Japan in relation'to the contending parties in the war 


has never been openly and frankly set forth. Japan 
indeed took the side of the Allies and entered the war 
to the extent of ridding China of the Germans, but her 
interest in the struggle was never made to appear plain 
and fair. It is generally suspected that the sympathies 
of the Japanese have been and are with the Germans, 
and that there is a definite understanding between the 
two nations looking to a future exploitation of Russia 
and China to their mutual benefit at the expense of the 
Allies.” 


A week later the same editor writes: ‘Ina 


_recent interview intended for the world to hear 


and digest the Japanese Foreign Minister, Baron 
Uchida, said that Japan intends to return Shantung to 
China, and that she will do so and will withdraw her 
troops from Chinese soil just as soon as a suitable 
agreement can be arranged with China. This is a 


fine-sounding statement, and it may indeed be perfectly 


sincere and in time be carried out, but just at present, 
in view of Japan’s evident insincerity in relation to the 
Allies, it has a suspicious sound.”’ | 


From Chicago the voice of the editor of the 
Northwestern Christian Advocate, Dr. E. Robb Zaring, 
speaks : “China comes out of the treaty deliberation in 
better shape than probably any other nation. She loses 
Shantung and its 30,000,000 people but she has won 
the admiration of the world, or that portion of the 
world that is not blinded by political traditions, by her 
refusal to add her name to a treaty that so glaringly 
violated the justice in the case. ... The commis- 
sioners preferred Japan at the sacrifice of China. Her 
representatives did perfectly right in declining to place 


themselves among the signatories of the treaty,/and the . 
manner of her refusal but enhanced her standing. 
Some day the deep injustice of the procedure will 
be brought vividly home to all parties concerned.” 
‘Dr. E. C. Wareing, of the Western Christian: 
Advocate, said on August 13: “Let the moral protest 
increase against the granting of Shantung to the Japan- 
ese. After President Wilson has consented ‘to it, the 
government may have a hardtime to make a change. - 
But public opinion can be made to be felt at the dis- 
tance of Tokyo.” | | 

On August 20, in discussing the League of Nations 
the Central Christian Advocate said: “There has not 
been a secret treaty yet discovered that our commis-_ 
sioners in Paris have not walked up and signed. The 
bargain table treaty between Japan and England, 
France, Russia and Italy, appropriating the most sacred 
territory of an ally, the Chinese Republic, and having 
a population greater than one-third of the population— 
of the United States a high handed piece of appropria- 
tion there is a shorter word—our representative at 
Versailles signed it.” 

In the issue of August 27 Zion’s Herald was say- 
ing: ‘In voting to amend the treaty so as to give 
Shantung to China, its rightful owner, instead of to 
Japan, the Senate Committee on Foreign Relations 
attacked the one morally vulnerable point in the docu- 
ment. The United States has never favored the high- 
handed procedure whereby part of China’s territory, 
because it had been forced from that country by Ger- 
many, was now to be given over to China’s rapacious 
and designing neighbor. Why President Wilson 
should have consented to its inclusion in the treaty 
rather than openly appeal to the moral sense of the

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world against the secret agreements of Great Britain 
and France, it is difficult to understand.” 

The editor of the Christian Advocate published in 
Nashville, the official organ of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, has paid more attention to Japan’s 
course in Korea than in China. On August 29, how- 
ever, we find Dr. Ivey, in supporting the treaty, 
writing: *.... There is every reason to believe 
that our representatives labored as long as they thought 
it wise to make the terms of these documents as free 
from objections as possible. We wish they could have 
done better. The injustice to China is especially to 


be regretted and must be corrected, or as nearly so as 


possible.” 


September papers received to date show no lessen- — 


ing of the editorial fire. On September 3, Zion's 
Herald remarks: ‘Unfortunately, Japan has given its 
best friends a great deal to explain. It was said of 
Goethe that while he walked with his head among the 
stars his feet wallowed in the mud. Japan, 
resourceful, ambitious, quick to seize every opportunity 
for development, has awakened the admiration of the 
world. But her seizure of Korea and her treatment of 
Koreans . . . . can receive nothing but condemnation. 
Her attitude toward China for many years has likewise 
been a menace to the peace of the world. .... What 
Japan fails to understand is that a new world era hes 
dawned. America, which has stood for the open door 
in the Far East, and stands absolutely for the right of 
self-determination on the part of all peoples, cannot 
look with complacency upon any program of aggression 
on the part of any people that involves the subjugation 
of others,” 


The Advocate of most recent date to reach China 


is that from Pittsburgh, the issue being that of Septem- 


ber 11. It says: “It is undoubtedly the opinion 
of practically the entire American people, at least of 
that portion of them who have made anything like an 
intellingent study of the Asiatic questions involved in 


_ the peace treaty, that Shantung should of right be given 


to China. Even though President Wilson did 
acquiesce for reasons which appeared to him on the 


ground to be compelling to the arrangement contained 


in the treaty by which this Chinese territory is given to 
Japan, the people of this country do not and never will 


consider this right.” 


To many discouraged and bewildered Chinese 
Christian leaders such words as these should bring 
great encouragement. | | 


Trade of the Philippine 
Islands, 1889-19109. 


THE commerce of the Philippine Islands is _practi- 
cally seven times as much as in the period im- 


mediately preceding their annexation to the United 


States twenty years ago, and their trade with the 


United States is thirty-five times as much as in the 


year preceding annexation. A compilation by the 
National City Bank of New York relating to the com- 
merce of those islands shows that their total trade with 
the whole world averaged $35,000,000 per year in the 
decade preceding their annexation and was in 1918

$234,000,000 or approximately seven times as much 
as prior to their annexation. Philippine exports which 
averaged about $2.50 per capita prior to annexation 
are now $15.00 per capita. America’s record of trade 
with the islands shows an average in the years imme- 


_ diately preceding annexation of about $4,000,000 per 


annum and was in the calendar year 1916 $139,000,- 
000, or about thirty-five times as much as the annual 
average prior to 1899, the year. of annexation. 

This tremendous gain in the total trade of the 


Philippines and its trade with the United States has 


occurred in both exports and imports. Their exports 
prior to the annexation, which occurred twenty years 
ago, (April 11, 1899), averaged about $20,000,000 per 
annum, as against $136,000,000 in 1918 and the 
imports about $16,000,000 per annum as against 
practically $100,000,000 in 1918. Of the total 
exports, which show an increase of about 600%, the 
gain is largely to the United States, to which the 
Philippines sent in 1918 $86,000,000 worth of their 


surplus products as against $4,000,000 worth prior to 


the annexation. Their purchases from the United 
States advanced from less than $500,000 per annum 
prior to annexation to $53,000,000 in 1918. 

The growth of the trade of the Philippines since 
their annexation to the United States in 1899 is in 
marked contrast with that of a corresponding period 
preceding annexation, in which their foreign trade 
movement was practically at a standstill. In fact the 
figures for the years immediately preceding the annexa- 
tion in 1899 showed a smaller total than that of 1880 
or immediately subsequent years when their total trade 
aggregated about $40,000,000 per annum as against an 


average of about $35,000,000 per annum in the decade 
preceding the annexation. Their trade developed very 
rapidly atter annexation, having totaled in 1899 $35,- 
000,000 ; in 1905 $63,000,000; In 1913 $110,000,- 
000; and in 1918 $234,000,000. 

The growth in the exports of the Philippines has 
occurred almost exclusively in natural products though 
in many instances the products undergo a partial 
transformation before leaving the islands and in a few 
Cases are completely manufactured before exportation. 
Manila hemp, cocoanut oil, copra, sugar, tobacco and 
cigars are the principal articles forming the rapidly 
growing export trade, which has grown from $15,000,- 
000 in 1899 to $136,000,000 in 1918. : 

Manufactures of all sorts make up the total: of 
imports which has grown from $25,000,000 in 1900 
to $56,000,000 in 191 3» the year before the war and 
practically $100,000,000 in 1918. 

The share which the United States has had in the 
growth of the exports have increased 150 per cent as 
shown by the fact that our own imports of Manila hemp 
from the Philippines have grown from less than §10,- 
000,000 value in the fiscal year 1914, all of which 
preceded the war, to over $30,000,000 in 1918 ; sugar 
from $2,554,000 to $7,913,000 in 1918; cigars from 
a little over $1,000,000 in 1914 to more than $4 ,000,- 
ooo in 1918; copra, the dried meat of the cocoanut 
from $1,500,000 in 1914 to $1,950,000 in 1918, and 
cocoanut oil from $1 766,000 i in 1914 to $16,229,000 
in 1918. 

The amount of American capital invested in the 
Philippine Islands is variously estimated at from $75,- 
000,000 to $100,000,000,.

Commercial and Financial Notes 


The national wealth of the United States is 
estimated at $300,000,000 in a recent publication of 
the Bankers Trust Company. 

_ According to announcement, the Kailan Mining 
Administration will retail household coal at Mex. $13 
a ton delivered (cash with order). 

The Kobe branch of the Sincere Company has 
been closed, according to recent announcements due 
to the student anti- Japanese movement. 

The total output of the Kailan Mining Administra- 
tion for the week ending October 4, amounted to 74, 


- 895 tons and sales during the period to 71, 402 tons. 


Seven million yen has been appropriated by the 
Home Department of the Japanese government for the 


improvement of the harbors of Nagasaki and Nagoya. 


Many carloads of American machinery which are 
consigned to China to be used in the reconstruction 
of the Grand Canal have been shipped from the Port 
of San Francisco by the Korea Maru. 

China’s iron production for this year has been 
estimated at 567,000 tons, the larger part of which is 
controlled by Japanese capital. The same report 
estimates the 1920 production at 936,000 tons. 

The Pacific Navigation Company has arranged to 
open a new freight line, which will operate with four 
vessels to Manila, Singapore, Shanghai, Hongkong, and 


Kobe, according to a recent news Capetch from Los 
Angeles. 


The results of the present lack of sriiadposiaiein ee 


in China are shown by the fact that, while the cost of 
mining coal in Kawangsi is about $1 a ton, the expense 
‘of moving it to Canton is $11 a ton, according to a 
recent report in The Nation’s Business. _ 

As a result of experiments of the United States 


_ Department of Agriculture, a good grade of paper is 


being produced in commercial quantities in America 
from cotton hull fibers. Pulp made from second-cut 
cotton linters and hull fiber is well suited for — 
grades of paper. 

Japanese steamship interests, according to recent » 
reports, are attempting to obtain shipping concessions 
from the Mexican government for coastwise trade 
between San Francisco and Pacific ports of Mexico. 
One of the concessions promised, the report says, is a 
free transportation of mail between Mexico and Far 
Eastern ports. 

A bank of the Chinese government is being estab- 
lished in New York, with branches in other cities, 
in the United States and Canada, according to a recent 
New York announcement. Americans are said to 
have contributed half of the $10,000,000 at which the 
new enterprise is capitalized. 
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+ Strikes and lockouts in the United States since 
January 1, according to an unofficial estimate made in. 
Washington, have cost the workers approximately 
$25,000,000 in wages and employers approximately 
$100,000,000 in production. The Labor Department 
records indicate that from January 1 to October 1 
there have been more than 2,000 strikes. 

The Shipping Control Board of the Indian Gov- 
ernment has issued a proclamation announcing that no 
licenses for the coasting trade of India will be given 
in the future except to vessels of British nationality, 
according to a recent dispatch. Two Japanese firms 
are said to be withdrawing their ships which have been 
operating in the waters affected this month. 

China trade in tea has dwindled from 28,500,000 
pounds to approximately 3,000,000 pounds due to the 
fact that Russia which in 1917 and 1918 took ap- 
proximately three-fourths of the black tea production 
has not been in the market. In 1918 72,398 piculs 
were exported to the United States, 95,705 to Russia 
and 37,333 to Great Britain, according to a recent 
report. 
The 1919 tobacco crop, according to the latest 


available government statistics in the United States, 


promises to compare favorably with the same period 
last year. Kentucky reports a production of 422,178, 
000 pounds and the Tobacco Board of Trade of 
Kingston, N. C., is anticipating the biggest season in 
the history of Kingston sales market. More buyers 
are anticipated from September to January than in any 
other previous season. 

Vast quantities of Oriental oils will again be ‘car- 
ried through Vancouver, The Daily Colonist, (Victoria, 
B. C.) announces, on account of a recent order of the 
railroads. About two years ago there was great activity 
in this line, but the tightening of railway regulations 
stopped it. The railways placed an embargo on handl- 
ing the oils, demanding that it be shipped in new oak, 
eight hoop-cask, resulting in a falling off in shipments 
of the commodity. The restriction has been lifted. 

There is an extensive demand in Siam for tools 
and cutlery due to that country’s agricultural and in- 
dustrial development, and the fact that there is 
practically no local manufacture of these goods, accord- 
ing to a recent issue of Commerce Reports offers an 
opportunity for the introduction of the American 
article. The import duty on cutlery is 3 percent 
advalorem, levied on the entire cost of the shipment, 
inclusive of all charges to the port of entry and cost 
of packing materials. 

The trade of the United States with foreign nations 
has passed the mark of $10,500,000,000 a year, with 
a balance in favor of the country of $4,182,000,000, 
according to statistics issued by the Department of 
Commerce on October 1. The total value of exports 


and imports for the year ending August 31, 1919, — 


exceeded the same period last year by more than 
$1,500,000,000, while the balance of trade in favor of 
the United States was more than $1,000,000,000 larger. 
June of this year showed the largest. export record, the 
total being more than $928,000,000. 

The paper trade of Hongkong is very large, the 
imports of news and other paper exceeding $1,000,000 
in value in 1918, according to a recent issue of Com- 
merce Reports. Previous to the war the largest 
imports of all grades of paper were from Europe, the 
newsprint grades from the Scandinavian countries 
through Great Britain and Belgium and the better

Chinese Government Railway 


Kaifengfu-Honanfu (Peinlo) Line © 
The Kaifengiu-Honanfu (Pienlo) Railway often called the 
Lunghai and Pienlo Line connects the main Shanghai-Tientsin 
lines with the Peking-Hankow line. It is 115 miles long and 
was financed principally by Franco-Belgian capital. 


This line joins the Peking-llankow Railway at Chenchow and 


_an extension to Hsuchowfu on the Shanghai-Nanking-Tientsia 


line is contemplated. The line is franchised and has a capital 
of Mex. $17,270,595 of which Mex,$17,182,006 is paid up. 
The franchise for its construction was granted to the Compagnie 
Generale des Chemins de fer et Tramways de Chine. 260 
miles of extension to Sianfu was originally granted to two 
Chinese provincial companies. The first Section of 115 miles 
was redeemed by the Chinese Central Government in 1914. 


The amount at credit for the cost of the railway was Mex. 
$16,537,779 and of this sum Mex. $16,300,117 has already 
been disbursed. Passenger receipts for the first five years 
working were: Mex. $273,489; $303,960; (No record) ‘ 
$482,097 ; $537,313. Freight won in 1911 and 1912 were 
Mex. $261,348; and Mex. $274,960, and in 1914 and 1915 
Mex. $547,388 and $485,377 respectively. 


The general working expenses in 1911 and 1912 were Mex. 
$465,179 and $524,741 and in 1914 and 1915 were Mex. 
$464,464 and $606,426 respectively.

grades from continental Europe. Most of the 


stationery has also come from Europe and Japan. 


While American manufacturers of fine writing paper 
and stationery have a-fair share of this trade, it is said 
they can very materially increase their business by a 
more liberal advertising campaign. There is a good 
demand for American-made writing paper, inks and 
similar goods put up in small: bottles or packages, 
suitable for Chinese student use. 

The showing of a total greater in the first year of 
peace than of the closing year of the war by “ finished 
manufactures’ ready for consumption,’ amounting to 
$329,000 more than in 1918, and nearly as great as in 
the war years of highest demand upon the United 
States, indicates that the gains of the United States 
made in selling finished manufactures are being retained 
the world over and are increasing, reports from the 


National City Bank of New York,declare. Basing an 


estimate for the remaining months of the calendar year 


of 1919 upon the known figures of the eight months 


ending with August, the indications are that exports of 
finished manufactures of the United States will be 
slightly over $2,500,000,000 as against $630,000,000 
in the full calendar year of 1914, while those of 
‘** manufactures for further use in manufacturing” will 


be about $900,000,000 as against $345,000,000 in 


1914, bringing up the grand total of manufactures 
exported in the calendar year 1919 up to approximately 
$3,500,000,000 as against $975,000,000 in 1914. 
Delegates. from the American Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Chinese*General Chamber of Commerce 
will attend the National Foreign Trade Council, which 
is to be held in San Francisco, May 16 to 20, 1920. 
Several delegates have already departed for America 
representing the Chinese General Chamber of Com- 
merce. The Pacific Mail Steamship Company has 
allotted The Ecuador, for the use of the American 


delegates sailing on March 27 from Shanghai. Since 


no limit has been placed on the number of delegates 
the American Chamber of Commerce of Shanghai or 


other cities in China may applications 


for reservations on The Ecuador, at once to the 
Secretary of the American Chamber of Commerce, 


‘Shanghai. Any cabin space not taken by the 
American delegates will be reserved for delegates 
from the Chinese General Chamber of Commerce. 


The National Foreign Trade Council is composed of 
approximately 100 members, each representing the 
largest American corporation in his line of business. 
The convention usually adopts resolutions regarding 


the foreign trade policies of American business and 


these resolutions are the basis for legislation presented 
to Congress in the interest of foreign trade. American 
business men who are planning a trip home in 1920 
are being urged by the American Chamber. of Com- 
merce to make their arrangements to be present at the 
convention. 


New Books and 
Publications 


Judgements of the High Prize Court of the 
js Republic of China 
Translated by F. T. Chang LLD. (London) and 
published by the High Prize Court, Peking. $1.50. 
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Tails book contains 15 cases dealt with by the High 

Prize Court in Peking. According to the state- 
ment of the Preface, “nine of them were German, 
he rest being Austro-Hungarian.” 


As to the organisation of the Prize Court, it 
consists of the High Prize Court in Peking and District 
Prize Courts, unlimited in number, at Shanghai. Ac- 
cording to the rule, the High Prize Court consists of 
the President, cight Judges, two Procurators and two 
Registrars; while the District Prize Court consists of 
the President, seven Judges, two Procurators and two 
Registrars. 


_ At the commencement of the session of the two 
Courts December 14, 1917, Mr. Tung Hong was 
then the President of the High Prize Court and in 
December 14, 1918 Mr. Yau Tseng was the President. 


Its appendix consists of Prize Court Rules, 
detailed Rules of the High Prize Court, regulations 
governing capture at sca, regulations governing the 
safe-keeping of captured property in the naval ware- 
house. 

While most of the cases refers to the Sixth Hague 
Convention 1907, it is highly desirable for the readers 
to go through the text first before taking up the actual 
cases. |

The Oriental Policy of the United States 
By Henry Chang, New York: Fleming H. Revell 
Company. 
Te author of this book is a young Korean belong- 
= ing to the Revolutionary party of Korea. In 
the opening chapters of the book-the author gives a bit 
of the modern history of China and then tries to show 
that Japan is about to annex the whole of Asia unless 
America takes suitable action. He does not approve 
of the Ishii Lansing agreement. In the second part 
of the book he exposes the espionage system of Japan 
in the Empire and in the other parts of the world. He 
says that all the hotel boys, guides, car drivers, most 
of the university students, restaurant waitresses, geishas 
etc., are in the police service and every foreigner in 
Japan is watched carefully. 


The third part contains copies of treaties with 
Japan and other diplomatic documents, He says 
nothing new about Japan and does not define what he 
thinks to be the Asiatic policy of the U.S.A. He 
should have given some other name to the book as the 
one given does not justify the contents. The book 
lacks in coordination and no definite conclusion is 
arrived at. From the literary point of view the book 
is not a success. 7
